"While  this  type  (the  griper)  will  often  spend  a lunch 
hour  denouncing  his  job.  the  driving  urge  to  succeed  will 
send  this  tame  subject  back  to  work  fired  with  more  pro- 
ductive energy.”  the  researchers  concluded. 

A spokesman  for  the  insurance  firm  said  the  final  re- 
port might  produce  some  startling  news. 

"On  the  basis  of  the  study,  it  may  be  that  instead  of 
firing  a man  who  threatened  to  punch  his  boss  In  the  noat. 
we  should  have  promoted  him.”  he  said.

Without  his  remedy  of  responsible 
government,  would  the  colonies  have 
come  together  so  »of>n;  Indeed,  m’ould 
the  C»mmonwraHh  of  Independent 
nftllona  have  retu  hed  It.s  present  de- 
velopment? If  the  MarlHmes  had 
gone  ahead  with  their  Charlottetown 
plan  of  union,  would  they  now  be  a 
separate  country? 

It  may  be  conjectured  that  if  Amer- 
ican expan^lonl.^m  had  beet'  mora 
subtle,  Ihe  project  of  a Bdti.sh  nation 
from  sea  to  sea  might  not  have  been 
pu'ihed  through  Again,  but  for  a civil 
war  In  the  United  Slates  that  seemed 
to  be  the  outcome  of  weak  central 
government.
